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New Ramp at 129 / 93?

The Mass, Highway Dept. is set to 
approach the Town of Wilmington 
with a new design proposal aimed at 
improving the Lowell Street exit of 
Interstate 93, according to Rep. 
James Miceli. 

Miceli said the state has abandoned 
prior plans of constructing a "full 
clover leaf" at the site - plans that 
led to scores of hearings and a heap 
of controversy over the past nine 
years. 

Instead, Miceli said, the state will 
Propose a more simple "slip ramp," 
which will run parallel to 1-93

heading southbound and exit 
westbound on Lowell Street, toward 
Wilmington. 

"The state is now proposing a slip 
ramp and they're going to look at 
the West Street intersection 
proposal,” Miceli stated. 

The latter proposal generated its 
share of the aforementioned 
controversy, and, according to 
Miceli, it, with the exit ramp 

sal, could soon be back before 


"If [Mass Highway] can overcome 
a wetlands problem," he said, "they 
might propose to the town a 


realignment of West Street.” 

Miceli said Mass Highway would 
make the proposals to the town “in 
the very near future." 

"They feel this modified proposal 
is something the town might be 
interested in," Miceli said. 

While announcing news of the 
Proposals, Miceli said he has not yet 
taken a stand on the issue, waiting 
instead for the lead of his 
constituency 

"I'm going to see how the 
residents feel and that will dictate 
whether I will support it or oppose 
it," Miceli stated 


Cigarette sting nets 9

The Wilmington Board of Health's 
Tobacco Control Program last week 
conducted compliance checks using 
teenagers to attempt to purchase 
cigarettes from local retail 
establishments. As with early last 
December, when the board ran a 
preliminary sting, letters were sent 
Out congratulating compliant 
busin ; this time however, those 
violating the law against selling 
tobacco products to persons under 
18 years of age received something 
more than a Ictter - a $300 fine. 

The two teens used, ages 16 and 17 
and both from Wilmington, were 
successful at nine of 21 
establishments approached, or 43 
percent of the time. Early last 
December, underage buyers 
ranging from 15 to 17 years old 
were sold cigarettes in eight out of 
23 wies, for a 35 percent purchase 
rate, 

"Evidently, we don't have 
anyone's attention,” Board of Health 
Chairman Dr. James Ficociello said 
after the announcement by Tobacco 
Control Director Linda Kanter at 
Monday's board meeting. "For us 


to have almost 50 percent of the 
establishments still selling tobacco 
to minor is totally unacceptable.” 

Public Health Director Gregory 
Erickson added “It's not for a lack 
of urying on behalf of the tobacco 
control grant program." That 
program is funded by the 25 cent 
per pack cigarette tax passed as a 
ballot initiative question by 
M husetts voters in 1992 
Those taxes are also used to fund a 
Mass. Tobacco Control regional 
prevention center in Salem, where 
the teens used were uained 

Hit with $300 citations were 
Jimmy's Garage gas station, 
Cumberland Farms, Wilmington 
Convenient Store and Rafael's Hess 
gas station, all on Main Strect; East 
Gate Discount Liquors, Dunkin 
Donuts and Village Apothecary, all 
on Lowell Street; and two 
Middlesex Avenue establishments

Shriners seek more parking 


Neighbors protest

A meeting to discuss a proposed 
906 parking space increase at the 
Shriner's Aleppo Temple on 
Fordham Road is set for April 12, 
vith a site plan review scheduled to 
so before the Wilmington Planning 
Board the next week, April 18. 
Shriners were scheduled to go 
before the planning board April 4 
with their site plan review, but that 
meeting was moved to the 18th to 
accommodate the meeting with 
residents. 

The meeting comes at the strong 
request of the board of selectmen 
and Town Manger Michael Caira 
after several residents from Park 
Street expressed serious concern 
over the Shriner's proposal, 
summarized at an informational 
meeting held with selectmen last 
Monday. 

The proposal calls for the leveling 
of a large, rectangular piece of land 
angling north from the Shriner's 
Auditorium toward Park Sweet 
The lot would not be paved, but 
would be used to supplement the 
temple's existing 660 spaces for 
large Shrine events such as the 
rodeo and circus. The additional 
spaces would also serve to keep cars 
from parking on Fordham Road. 

Cars utilizing the new lot would 
enter from the south, near the 
auditorium and exit in a large circle 
from the north of the lot and then 
back to Fordham Road. ‘The lot

But many Park Strect residents 
voiced concerns that a more 
accessible patch of land would 
attract partying - something they 
say already takes place. 

"Can you guarantee us that we're 
not going to have drag racing and 
alcohol drinking?" resident Frank 
Kane asked. 

Others expressed concern over 
increased noised and bothersome 
headlights during hours of use.

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The story under the old Shawsheen Pines Airport

The fascinating story of Joseph 
Linsey, bootlegger turned business- 
man had some ties to Wilmington. 

Linsey, who died on Nov. 29 at 
age 95, was one of the wealthiest 
and most powerful men_ in 
Massachusetts.

The fascinating story of Joseph 
Linsey, bootlegger turned business- 
man had some ties to Wilmington. 

Linsey, who died on Nov. 29 at 
age 95, was one of the wealthiest 
and most powerful men in 
Massachusetts. 

According to his obituary in the 
Boston Globe, he was arrested for 
bootlegging in 1926, was fined $500 
and served a ycar in the house of 
correcuon, 

After Prohibition lifted, the Globe 
article reported, he became one the 
first liquor wholesalers in New 
England. His holdings later included 
the Taunton dog track two dog 
tracks in Colorado, a_ realty 
company that owned mill property 
in Lawrence, an automobile 
dealership, several midway and 
amusement ride firms, and a sand 
and gravel company 

The sand and gravel company 
bought the old Shawsheen Pines 
Airport, located in Wilmington and 
Billerica. The property consisted of 
more than 200 acres, bordered by 
Hopkins Street, which in Billerica is 
and Aldrich Road, 

which in Billerica is Cook Street 

Linsey started working the area 
for gravel in the late 1950's, during 
the construction of the Interstate 
Highway System. His operation 

“tame to the attention of Wilmington 
town officials when one of the 
gravel trucks, heavily overloaded, 
broke the old Shawsheen Avenue 
bridge over the railroad tracks 

That bridge has since been replaced, 

and is now used _ as a footbridge. 

Town officials tried to have the 
gravel pit shut down, but found 
Linsey to be a difficult person to 
nail down. To begin with, his was a 
large parce! of land on the town 
linc, and it was difficult to 
determine which town he was 
working in, Further 
such a large arca and so many roads, 
any attempt to monitor the property 
would require several people, and 
would therefore be quite expensive, 

Eventually the gravel operation 
stopped, and was quict for about 20 
years, Then in the late 1970's, it 
started again. 

The property had been sold to a 
Billerica man, but the terms of the 
sale were never divulged. Officials 
suspected that Linsey was. still 
involved and receiving a share of 
the profits from the gravel sale.

Gravel trucks would work from 
sun-up to sun-down. As before, 
town officials had difficulty 
determining which town the gravel 
Operation was in. 

Two women from the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission went on 
the property in an attempt to see 
exactly what was being done and 
where. At the next meeting of the 
commission, they reported that they 
heard bullets whizzing over their 
heads. They could not determine 
exactly where the bullets were 
coming from, and they left quickly. 

The Conservation Commission 
scheduled a hearing to determine 
what was going on, and the owner 
of the property was summoned in, 


The night of the hearing, though 
his wife appeared, explaining that 
her husband had suffered a heart 
attack, The gravel trucks kept on 
running until the Billerica 
Conservation Commission shut it 
down, 

The superintendent of the 
Wilmington! Water Department 
discovered that the gravel operation 
had extended onto Water Depart- 
ment property. The Aldrich Road 
wellfield adjoins the site. A cease 
and desist order was issued. 

Later it was discovered that 
demolition debris was being being 
hauled to the site.

State Senator Bruce E. Tarr 
(R-Gloucester) announced that An

Stone's in the Garden 


Spring is coming - really! 


by Jackie Leszezak-Stone 

The recent string of cool nights 1s 

slowing down ‘the progress of 
spring. But early April offers many 
special experiences in the garden 
Later in the year, when the trees 
leaf out, activity among limbs and 
shrubs will be hidden. The canopy 
and rustle of leaves will mask many 
subtle garden sounds, Now the rites 
of spring are easy to spot in the bare 
branches. Male titmice, house finch 
and chickadees are dancing and 
singmg to interested females. It is 
easy to spot them as they perch on 
bare branches and flutter their 
wings, attempting to attract the 
attention of potential mates. You 
can hear both their song and gentle 
flutter and casily follow them 
through the ures us they build court 
and build nests. You can hear the 
busy echoes of the newly returned 
downy woodpeckers, even from far 
away And the robins and 
mockingbirds have returned with 


their song. 

In the garden, only a few small 
green tips have broken through the 
ground. Daylilies are carly to show 
their foliage, the daffodils and tulips 
are emerging and the crocuses are 
in full bloom. Several large patches 
of crocus grew right up under a 
newspaper and grass clipping mulch 
that we laid last fall. The mulch was 
intended to kill the grass 
underneath, in order to increase the 
size of a garden bed. I had made the 
decision to leave the crocus under 
the paper, and expected to lose 
them. Obviously they had other 
ideas. They forced their way up and 
bloomed under the paper. That's the 
power of spring! 

Speaking of mulch, I have noticed

House declares open season 
on lame duck sessions 


Rep. James R. Miceli announced 
today that he supported the efforts 
to shorten the annual legislative 
sessions, Rep. Miceli and his reform 
advocates adopted the measure as 
part of a bill designed to institute 
change in the rules that govern the 
House and State. 

"This legislation will improve the 
efficiency of the Legislature as well 
as will end lame duck sessions, | am 
proud to be a part of the efforts to 
reform the legislative process here 
in Mass,,” stated Miceli 


The measure must now be 


reconciled with the Senate's version 
via a conference committee.It will 
limit the first year of a two year 
session on the third Wednesday in 
November The second year of the 
term will end on July 31 

The bill allowed for the creation 
of a carry over provisions which 
will allow many bills to maintain 
their status in the legislative process 
at the conclusion of the first year of 
the term. Under the current system, 
all bills not enacted at the end of an 
individual year's session are 
considered dead items. 


This bill, if added to previously 
enacted bills which provide for 
strict campaign finance laws and 
reform to the Rules of the House 
will significantly improve the 
effectiveness of state governmer

Yard waste collection soon. 


The Town of Wilmington will be 
collectimg certain yard waste 
materials from residents at the curb 
during the following dates: 

*Tuesday, April 18 through 
Saturday, April 22. 

*Monday, April 24 
Friday, April 28. 

*Monday, May 1 through Friday, 
May 5. 

Yard waste collection will take 
place on the same day as the 
residents’ trash collection date. Due 
to the Patriot's Day holiday 
Monday, April 17, the trash 
collection schedule for that week 
will be moved back one day. The 
Monday trash collection will occur 
on Tuesday, the regular Tuesday 
trash collection will occur 
Wednesday etc. 

The town's waste collection 
contractor, Allied Cartage, Inc. will 
collect leaves, grass and pine 
needles in biodegradable leaf bags 
only. Yard waste placed in plastic 
bags will not be collected. Several 
local retail stores sell the 
biodegradable leaf bags. A list of 
some of the retail stores which sell 
biodegradable leaf bags will be 

vailable in the town manager's 
office. 

Trash bags should be placed at 
curbside to the left of your 
driveway and leaf bags should be 
placed on the right of your 
driveway. 

Residents may wish to deliver 
yard waste matcrial to the town's 
composting center on Old Main 
Street (off Route 38) in south 


through 


Wilmington. The center 1s open 
seven days a weck. To assist the 
public works department, please 
empty yard waste from your plastic 
bags. Biodegradable leaf bags 
containing yard waste can be reused 
or may be left at the composting 
center. 

The State Department of 
Environmental Protection (DEP) 
regulations prohibit stumps, 
branches and sticks from being sent 
to the regional incinerator in North 
Andover. As a result the town will 
not be able to collect stumps, 
branches and sticks at the curb,

And whoever has 
consistency, longevity, control and, 
most importantly, a good glove, 
will most likely get the majority of 
the innings. But, as of right now, 
the rotation is not yet assembled. 

“All four girls are working very 
hard and all four of them look 
good. We have a few tougher 
scrimmages coming up and that 
should determine it,” Lyman said. 

The probable first two pitchers 
on the team are senior Lindsay 
Currier and freshman Catherine 
Townsend. 

The former has the most 
experience of the four pitchers. 
Most of her work came when she 
was a freshman on what was at the 
time a very young squad. Last 
season, she platooned at first base 
with Jacqui Holloway and she was 
also the primary back-up pitcher. 
Also, last season, she had an earned 
run average of 1.97 in ten and two- 
thirds innings on the mound, Her 
biggest asset to her pitching 
repertoire is her blazing speed. 
But, her biggest concern is her 

control - she walked 18 batters in 
those ten plus innings. 

“Lindsay has looked good so far 
in the scrimmages.

keep that up," Lyman said. 

Catherine Townsend is the 
probable number two pitcher this 
year. A freshman and a three- 
sport athlete, she is also the 
daughter of one of the assistant 
coaches, pitching coach Jake 
Townsend. The younger 
Townsend's biggest assets. are her 
control and her defense. But, her 
weakness is experience - but that, 
of course, only comes with time. 

"Catherine has done real well so 
far. When she pitches she gets the 
ball over the plate and she fields 
the ball well," Lyman said. 

Lyman appears to have pencilled 
in Townsend as his leadoff hitter - 
a spot which has been held by 
senior Laurie Southmayd the past 
couple of seasons. But, he feels 
Townsend can do the job, while 
Southmayd will be moved to the 
clean-up spot by virtue of her 
slugging ability. 

"Catherine is a good contact 
hitter. If she can get on, then we 
have Leanne [Harris], Nancy 
{[Pote], -Laurie and Lisa 
{Southmayd] following her and I 
think that is a pretty potent 
beginning.” 

When Townsend is not pitching, 
she will most likely get time at 
third base, designated hitter and 
maybe some outfield, too. 

The last two pitching spots are 
being fought out for by sophomore 
Amy Surran and junior Kelly 
Landers. The former doesn't have 
any varsity pitching experience, 
but she did have four at-bats last 
year. The latter, on the other 
hand, pitched two strong innings 
against Billerica la son, which 
at that time, very important. 
Both of them also look strong thus 
far this spring. 

Lyman did say that all four of the 
pitchers will be used this year. 
But, he will know who will be 
getting the early nod(s) by the end 
of this week when the team has 
scrimmages against Beverly, 
Bishop Fenwick and Maine. 

Moving on past the pitching 
mound, the Cats have all eight 
positional players returning - and 
then some. Out of those eight, six 
of them batted over .300 last year. 

Starting out from behind the plate 
is sophomore Lisa Southmayd. 
The three-sport athlete had a 
tremendous season last year. Not 
only did she consistently throw 
runners out and block the plate 
very well, she also led the team 
with a .392 batting average. Lisa 
will move up a spot in the order to 
the fifth spot where she will be 
looking to improve on her 
impressive 19 runs she belted in 
last season. 

Traveling 60 feet to first base 
will be the combination of seniors 
Jacqui Holloway and Lindsay 
Currier. As Lyman describes it, 
"Holloway is the key to our lineup

she can: consistently." Currier will 
be a back-up when she doesn't 
pitch 

Moving up another 60 feet is 


senior second baseman Nancy Pote. 
Pote has been the most consistent 
player on the team the past three 
years. Whether it is making the 
flashy play in the field or driving 
in the game winning run, Pote has 
made her share of contributions. 
Just like the past few seasons, 
Nancy will be batting from the 
number three spot in the order. 
Last season she hit .355 while tying 
for the team lead in homeruns 
(two) and doubles (five). She was 
also ticd for second on the team in 
RBIs (19), 

Pote's double play partner, 
Laurie Southmayd, has also showed 
steady signs of excellence 
throughout her career. The past 
two seasons, Laurie has batted 
lead-off - and boy, did it ever pay 
off. Last season alone, she held an 
amazing .523 on-base percentage, 
which included a .349 batting clip.

Longtime 
learning in 
Lynnfield 


To conform with new ed’ 
reform regulations which would 
increase the number of hours of 
academic instruction students 
must receive, Lynnfield High 
Principal Kristine Benson has 
submitted - and the School 
Council endorsed - a proposal 
which would extend the school 
day by 17 minutes. 

The state report on “Time 
and Learning” requires 990 
hours of academic instruction 
per year; Lynnfield high cur- 
rently offers about 923 hours. 
Benson's proposal would change 
current school times from 7:30 
a.m. to 1:40 p.m. to 7:25 a.m. to 
1:52 p.m. Individual periods 
would increase by two to three 
minutes. 

Lynnfield High teachers must 
currently be in school from 7:15 
a.m. to 2:10 p.m. Mondays 
through Thursdays and accord- 
ing to the “Lynnfield Villager,” 
are allowed to leave on Fridays 
with the students. 

The new hours would not 
change the amount of time 
teachers are in school but would 
increase the time they actually 
teach, reducing the required 
time for them to be available for 
extra help at the end of the day 
by almost half, from 30 minutes 
to 18. The school year would still 
run 180 days for students but 
nine of the current 10 half days 
would become full days. Five of 
those half-days are now used for 
professional development; four 
for mid-terms and final exams. 
The half ~ day before 
Thanksgiving would remain. 

The proposed changes 
require impact bargaining with 
the teachers’ union before the 
School Committee can approve 
them. The later dismissal time 
would impact the schedules of 
bus drivers who work through 
the DPW. And the whole deal 
applies only to the next school 
year. 

Even stricter regulations will 
be in place for the following 
year. ’

. As in higher numbers 
when it comes to class size, if 
the proposed ‘95-'96 school bud- 
get isn’t funded. 

That was the word from 
North Reading Superintendent 
of Schools Dr. David Troughton 
as he presented a school budget 
of $10.38 million, an increase of 
almost nine percent. And these 
were the words: “I have a 
sense,” said Troughton, “the 
community doesn’t really under- 
stand the impact we're facing.” . 

If, for example, proposed new 
staff figures are cut, the system 
will face 29-student first grades 
at the Little School and an aver- 
age of 29- to 30-student sixth 
grade classes at the middle 
school; and kindergarten class 
size would reach 24 to 25 across 
the town. If cuts as high as 
$500,000 are necessary, current 
staff decreases would result in 
class sizes of 30 to 32 “across the 
board ‘at all levels.”

“Tank Girl” starring Lori

She’s the post post-nuclear 
mutant descendant of such 
comic superheroes as Wonder 
Woman and Supergirl. She has 
no special abilities - can’t fly, 
can’t bend steel with her bare 
hands. But in the year 2033, 
Tank Girl travels far on attitude 
and brains. She also proves that 
blondes really do have more fun. 

This flick, based on an under- 
ground comic strip, is certainly 
not going to be to everyone’s 
taste. In fact, this funky, pop 
cartoon of a movie should prob- 
ably not even be considered 
mainstream. Movies in which 
the heroine sleeps with half- 
man/half-kangaroo science pro- 
jects are not usually considered 
family fare. But if you are look- 
ing for something a little differ- 
ent in the science fiction vein, 
Tank Girl wins points for origi- 
nality. 

Set in the future, eleven years 
after a natural disaster has rav- 
aged the planet, there is a dire 
water shortage. Now more pre- 
cious than any mineral, water is 
controlled by a ruthless, mili- 
taristic tyrant played by 
Malcolm McDowell. Tank Girl 
(Lori Petty) is a rebellious out- 
sider who reluctantly finds her- 
against

McDowell and his far-reaching, 
brutal department of water. 


On one level this is that time- 
worn take of a good gal battling 
a bad guy, but the fun is in the 
telling. Director Rachel Talalay 
never lets us forget Tank Girl's 
comic strip roots. She sports 
peroxide blonde braids in one 
shot, stubble in the next. Her 
eyes are green, or blue. Her out- 
landish outfits are different cach 
time we see her. Animated 
sequences sometimes carry the 
action along. And then there are 
the kangamen. Not quite men 
and far removed fiom 
Kangaroos, these things make 
for very effective guerrilla war- 
riors. 

Is this fun? You bet. Is it 
going to change sci-fi flicks as 
we now know them? Not a 
chance. 

For all the pluses, fron an 
overall unstrained coolness to 
Petty’s note-perfect quirkiness, 
this is a movie that needed a 
stronger plot. The story has that 
connect-the-dots feel to it, which 
keeps it at a simplistic level, 
despite all that funky, futuristic 
weirdness. 

However, with its witty une- 
liners, brash sexuality and 
Petty’s in-your-face charisma, 
this movie stands a decent 
chance of picking up a cult fol- 
lowing. Talalay’s style is unique 
as it presents a somber, hopeless 
world and then peoples it with a 
vital, irreverent and funny 
leader who would have been 
anything but a role model in 
another place of time.
